J_he   Swain  School   of  Design,   founded   in    1881    at  New  Bedford,   Massachusetts, 
operates  under  a  limited  Endowment  Fund,  established  under  the  will  of  its  founder,  William  W.  Swain. 
The  school  is  a  charter  member  of  The  American  Federation  of  Arts  and  holds  the  distinction 
of  being  the  oldest  private  school  in  the  state,  devoted  exclusively  to  the  teaching  of 

Fine  and  Commercial  Art.  Courses  at  the  school  are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Collegiate  Authority,  Veterans 
Administration  and  the  United  States  State  Department  for  the  training  of  Foreign  students. 

The  school  is  housed  in  a  recently  constructed  building  adjoining  the  Gallery.    The  studios 
provide  excellent  facilities  for  study  and  are  exceptionally  well  equipped. 

The  Crapo  Gallery  was  given  to  the  school  by  William  W.  Crapo  in  the  year  1925. 
Well  appointed,  the  Gallery  houses  temporary  exhibitions  of  the  finest  contemporary  and  traditional  art, 
providing  stimulus  for  student  and  general  public  as  well. 

The  Library  of  the  school  contains  approximately  five  thousand  books  and  a  large 
number  of  periodicals  which  deal  with  the  Arts. 

New  Bedford  is  a  city  with  a  population  of  approximately  100,000  inhabitants,  situated  in  southeastern 
Massachusetts  near  the  entrance  to  Buzzards  Bay.    Few  localities  offer  greater  opportunities 
to  the  student.    The  shipping  in  the  harbor  and  the  waterfront  scenes  are  of  unusual  interest. 
Cape  Cod  is  within  easy  driving  distance  of  the  city,  providing  unlimited  possibilities  for  sketching  and  painting. 

The  school  is  located  in  the  finest  residential  district  of  New  Bedford,  sufficiently  near  the  business  center 
to  make  good  stores,  restaurants,  and  theaters  easily  accessible. 


Professional  training  in  effect  at  the  Swain  School  of  Design  provides  the  soundest  and  most  direct  prepara- 
tion for  employment  in  the  field  of  Commercial  Art  and  Design.  High  standards  of  achievement,  set  by  a 
select  faculty  of  professional  artists  and  teachers,  stress  technical  facilities  and  high  level  craftsmanship, 
as   well   as   the   cultivation    of   imagination,    knowledge,   high    standards  of  taste  and   aesthetic   value.

Entrance  Requirements  .  .  .  Admission  requirements  have  been  designed  to  select  students  who  give  promise  of 
successfully  achieving  a  professional  goal  in  the  field  of  Art. 

An  applicant  to  the  Swain  School  of  Design  must  be  a  high  school  graduate  or  have  acceptable  equivalent  preparation. 
However,  a  candidate  who  evidences  special  interest  and  unusual  ability  or  promise  in  art  may  be  considered  for 
admission  at  the  discretion  of  the  Director.    In  exceptional  cases,  a  satisfactory  Army  G.E.D.  score  may  be  substituted 
for  the  high  school  diploma. 

Each  applicant  is  considered  on  the  basis  of  his  aptitude  and  recommendation  of  teachers,  as  well  as  character 
and  personal  qualifications. 

Application  Procedure  .  .  .  All  applicants  to  the  Swain  School  of  Design  must  complete  the  school's  application  form  and 
submit  it  together  with  the  $5.00  application  fee  to  the  Registrar,  Swain  School  of  Design,  19  Hawthorn  Street, 
New  Bedford,  Massachusetts. 

The  applicant  should  request  the  principal  of  his  secondary  school  to  forward  a  transcript  to  the  Swain  School. 

At  the  time  of  application,  the  candidate  must  file  three  letters  of  recommendation  and  submit  a  folder  consisting 
of  at  least  six  examples  of  his  work.    In  certain  cases,  tests  may  be  taken  in  lieu  of  the  folder. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  applicants  visit  the  school  and  arrange  for  a  personal  interview  by  the  Director,  prior 
to  application. 

Requirements  for  Diploma  .  .  .  Regular  students  entering  the  school  as  candidates  for  the  diploma  are  required 

to  pursue  a  definite  course  of  study.    Prompt  and  regular  attendance  at  all  classes  is  required.    An  average  grade  of  C 

must  be  maintained  for  graduation. 

Special  Students  (day  school)  ...  A  limited  number  of  part-time  students  may  enroll  in  any  of  the  courses  offered 
during  the  regular  school  session.  Accommodations  for  these  students  is  dependent  on  the  size  of  the  regular  enrollment 
and  qualifications  of  the  applicant.  A  student  who  satisfactorily  completes  his  course  is  awarded  a  certificate 
of  accomplishment. 

Evening  School  .  .  .  Evening  classes  form  an  important  department  of  the  school.    Courses  in  Beginning  and 
Advanced  Drawing  and  Painting,  as  well  as  classes  in  Portrait  and  Life  Drawing,  are  given  on  Monday  and  Thursday 
from  7:00  to  9:00  P.M.  Other  subjects  to  be  offered  are  announced  in  September. 

Saturday  Morning  Classes  .  .  .  Art  classes  are  maintained  on  Saturday  morning  for  children  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  sixteen.  In  these  classes  children  develop  their  enthusiasms  for  creative  expression.    Competent  men  and  women 
on  the  Instructional  staff  help  to  guide  and  develop  the  child  through  a  series  of  enjoyable  experiments  in  drawing, 
design  and  crafts,  which  adds  to  his  creative  development. 
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Credits  .  .  .  The  standard  semester  credit  value  is  used  in  reckoning  requirements.  Standing  in  completed  courses  are  indicated 
by  letter  grades  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  In  computing  scholastic  averages,  the  Faculty  assigns  the  following  values  to  the 
letter  grades.

Probation  ...  A  student  earning  a  semester  average  of  less  than  1.7  is  placed  on  probation.  Any  student  who  is  on  probation 
for  two  consecutive  semesters  is  requested  to  withdraw  from  school. 

Attendance  .  .  .  Attendance  at  all  classes  is  required.   A  student  who  over  cuts  his  classes  may  be  asked  to  withdraw  from  school. 

Honor  Grades  .  .  .  Students  who  demonstrate  outstanding  ability  and  interest  are  recognized  at  the  end  of  each  semester  and 
their  names  listed. 

Placement  .  .  .  The  school  makes  every  effort  to  help  students  find  satisfactory  employment  upon  the  termination  of  their 
training. 

Alumni  Association  .  .  .  All  former  Swain  School  students  are  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Alumni  Association.  The  Associa- 
tion serves  the  mutual  interests  of  the  Alumni  and  the  school.  The  office  of  the  Association  is  at  19  Hawthorn  Street,  New 
Bedford,  Massachusetts. 

General  Regulations  .  .  .  The  school  reserves  the  right  to  dismiss  a  student  at  any  time  for  misconduct,  irregular  attendance  or 
unsatisfactory  work.  •  Students'  guests  must  have  the  instructor's  approval  to  visit  classes.  •  The  school  is  not  respon- 
sible for  personal  property  and  equipment  left  on  the  school  premises.  •  The  school  reserves  the  right  to  retain  student  work 
for  exhibition.

A  general  introduction  to  the  history  of  architecture,  sculpture  and  painting,  up  to  and  including  the  Renais- 


Art  History  II  .  .  .  European  and  American  Art  from  the  16th  century  to  the  present  time  will  be  studied.  Adequate  attention 
will  be  given  to  their  respective  cultural  surroundings. 

Color  Theory  .  .  .  Various  color  theories  are  explained,  among  them  the  Ross,  Munsell  and  Ostwald  theories.  Practical  appli- 
cation carried  over  in  Design,  Painting  and  other  courses. 

Drawing  I  ...  A  basic  course  in  the  study  of  objects,  their  structure  and  an  interpretation,  planned  to  develop  an  understanding 
of  the  principles  of  creative  design.    Media  —  pencil,  ink,  charcoal. 

Drawing  II  ...  A  continuation  of  Drawing  I.  New  media  are  studied.  Line,  form,  value,  texture  and  color,  are  explored 
through  studies  of  natural  and  man  made  objects. 

Sculpture  .  .  .  Study  of  three-dimensional  forms  to  provide  background  in  drawing  and  painting.  With  emphasis  on  volume, 
movement  and  balance,  the  student  works  in  realistic  and  abstract  forms,  using  standard  tools  and  materials. 

Perspective  .  .  .  The  theory  of  drawing  three-dimensional  objects  on  two-dimensional  surfaces.  One,  two  and  three  point  per- 
spective are  covered.    Use  of  drafting  equipment  explained  and  proficient  use  must  be  evidenced. 

Design  I  .  .  .  Lecture  on  elements  of  Design  will  be  alternated  with  application  of  what  the  student  has  learned.  Design  princi- 
ples such  as  unity,  rhythm,  balance  are  stressed,  and  the  student  strives  towards  sensitive  creative  expression. 

Design  II  .  .  .  Three  dimensional  concepts  are  studied  with  emphasis  on  mass,  space,  color  and  motion. 

Anatomy  .  .  .  Develops  an  understanding  of  the  design  and  construction  of  the  human  body  based  on  a  study  of  the  funda- 
mental bone  and  muscle  structure. 

Art  Orientation  I  .  .  .  Review  of  punctuation,  grammar,  sentence  and  paragraph  structure  with  emphasis  on  vocabulary  develop- 
ment generally  and  specifically  as  related  to  Art.  Readings  in  Art  History,  art  surveys  and  biographies  provide  subject  matter 
for  written  papers  and  discussions. 

Art  Orientation  II  .  .  .  Effective  speech,  clear  thinking,  fluency  and  poise  are  the  goals  of  this  course.  Designed  specifically  for 
the  Art  student,  such  pertinent  matters  as  copy- writing,  business  lettering  writing,  how  to  sell  one's  product  and  make  job  appli- 
cations are  included. 

Techniques  .  .  .  Provides  students  with  background  in  various  media  and  techniques  employed  in  field  of  Commercial  Art. 
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course    description 


Graphic  Art  I  .  .  .  Serving  as  an  introduction  to  the  graphic  media,  this  course  places  emphasis  on  linoleum  block  printing,  silk- 
screen,  serigraphy  and  wood-engraving.  Material  and  technical  limitations,  as  they  affect  designing,  are  stressed  and  the  student 
is  encouraged  to  do  original  creative  work. 

Graphic  Art  II  .  .  .  More  advanced  work  in  block  printing,  serigraphy,  wood-engraving  required.  Second  semester  devoted  to 
new  studies  in  the  making  and  printing  of  drypoints  and  etchings.    Required  of  Fine  Arts  majors  only. 

Water  Color  I  ...  In  this  course  the  student  is  encouraged  to  experiment  with  the  tools  and  medium.  Basic  exercises  and  con- 
trolled experiments  lead  to  development  of  acceptable  techniques. 

Water  Color  II  .  .  .  Still  life  and  landscape  painting.

Life  Drawing  I  .  .  .  Sketching  from  nude  and  draped  figure.   Analysis  of  figure  structure  in  conjunction  with  course  in  Anatomy. 
Various  media. 

Life  Drawing  II  .  .  .  Analysis  of  movement  and  action  in  the  human  figure.    Quick  sketches  in  various  media. 

Life  Drawing  III  .  .  .  Quick  sketches  and  sustained  studies  with  emphasis  on  development  of  personal  interpretation  and  style 
for  possible  use  in  creative  painting.    Composition. 
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Composition  I  ...  A  study  of  pictorial  design  based  on  creative  and  original  thinking.    Drawings  are  submitted  weekly  for  class 
discussions  and  critiques. 

Composition  II  .  .  .  Advanced  problems  in  composition  demanding  imagination  and  effective  creative  expression.   Experimenta- 
tion and  originality  are  encouraged.    Lecture  and  Lab. 

Oil  Painting  I  .  .  .  An  introductory  course  —  designed  to  familiarize  the  student  with  his  tools  and  materials.    It  also  imparts  to 
the  student  a  feeling  for  composition,  values,  color  harmony,  form,  and  textures. 

Oil  Painting  II  .  .  .  The  fundamentals  stressed  in  Oil  Painting  I  are  enlarged  upon  here  and  are  carried  on  into  portrait  painting. 
Considerable  attention  is  also  given  to  the  anatomy  and  structure  of  the  human  figure.

Deals  with  figure  painting  and  various  problems  in  composition. 


Oil  Painting  IV  .  .  .  Continuation  of  Oil  Painting  III. 

Painting  Workshop  I  .  .  .  Designed  to  develop  the  student  along  the  lines  that  he  has  shown  an  affinity  for  and  to  encourage 
and  nourish  a  truly  personal  style  in  his  work.  The  student  is  given  projects  in  .various  and  mixed  media.  Emphasis  is  placed 
on  creative  and  original  thinking. 

Painting  Workshop  II  .  .  .  Continuation  of  Painting  Workshop  I. 

Portfolio  (Fine  Art)  .  .  .  During  the  second  semester,  the  student  majoring  in  Fine  Art  will  develop  a  portfolio  which  he  will 
present  for  Faculty  appraisal  prior  to  graduation. 
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course    description 


History  of  Fashion  ...  A  study  of  fashion,  fabrics,  color  and  line  aids  the  student  in  understanding  the  background  of  Fashion. 
Research  problems  help  student  to  trace  fashion  changes  over  the  centuries. 

Textiles  and  Fabrics  .  .  .  Includes  a  study  of  basic  fibers,  their  construction  and  finishes,  their  adaptability  and  suitability  to 
particular  designs,  supplemented  by  a  study  of  color  in  fabrics  and  color  harmony. 

The  Fashion  Industry  ...  A  study  of  today's  fashion  world,  the  New  York  market,  current  fashion  trends,  promotions,  and  the 
adapting  of  high  fashion  principles  for  the  moderate  price  field  and  volume  production. 

Clothing  Construction  Workshop  .  .  .  Sewing,  sketching,  and  fine  finishing,  marking,  cutting-out  and  construction  of  original 
designs  using  commercial  patterns. 

Advanced  Clothing  Construction  Workshop  .  .  .  Continuation  of  Clothing  Construction  Workshop. 

Basic  Designer's  Workshop  .  .  .  Organized  classroom  instruction  and  practice  in  the  use  of  tools  and  equipment  provides  a  basic 
knowledge  of  sewing,  the  handling  of  different  fabrics,  as  well  as  the  construction  and  use  of  basic  patterns. 

Basic  Draping  and  Design  .  .  .  Creative  draping  in  muslin  and  fabrics  from  sketches,  directly  on  the  dress  form,  includes  step  by 
step  construction  of  original  designs  and  adaptations  of  high  fashion  for  commercial  markets. 

Advanced  Draping  and  Design  .  .  .  Sketching  of  original  designs  and  sketching  adaptations  of  Paris  fashions  for  American 
market.  Studio  work  same  as  on  the  job. 

Advanced  Pattern  Drafting  and  Design  .  .  .  From  original  designs  or  adaptations  of  designs,  the  student  will  make  patterns  and 
become  proficient  in  the  grading  of  sizes,  as  used  in  Simplicity,  Vogue,  or  Advance  patterns. 

Basic  Dress  Design  .  .  .  Sketching  from  research  material,  historic  and  contemporary,  the  student  recognizes  and  studies  funda- 
mentals of  good  dress  design. 

Pattern  Drafting  and  Design  .  .  .  Drafting  of  original  designs  and  adaptations  of  new  styles  includes  basic  method  of  drafting 
patterns  for  mass  production.

Principles  of  Advertising  .  .  .  Basic  concepts  of  advertising  principles  are  discussed  in  a  practical  and  comprehensive  manner. 
Theory  and  practice  are  integrated  in  a  series  of  projects,  reflecting  contemporary  advertising  practices. 

Lettering  and  Typography  .  .  .  Origin  and  History  of  letter  forms  and  their  application  in  contemporary  advertising  are  taught. 
Studio  work  involves  practice  in  rendering  letter  forms  by  brush  and  pen.  Specific  type  processes  are  learned  such  as  Linotype, 
Monotype  and  Ludlow. 

Layout  and  Production  Techniques  .  .  .  Effective  and  original  art  work  is  stressed  in  this  course.  Practical  problems  are  de- 
veloped to  embody  effective  selling  ideas  for  newspaper,  magazine  and  most  phases  of  direct  advertising.  Current  reproduction 
processes  are  explained  and  preparation  of  copy  for  the  Letterpress,  Lithographic  and  Gravure  procedures  are  emphasized. 

Commercial  Workshop  I  .  .  .  Problems  are  carried  through  to  logical  completion,  which  embody  the  principles  and  techniques 
of  Principles  of  Advertising,  Lettering  and  Typography,  and  Layout  and  Production  Techniques. 

Commercial  Workshop  II  .  .  .  Advanced  assignments  are  developed  with  the  student's  particular  goal  in  mind.  Standards  are 
established  as  if  the  student  were  on  a  professional  assignment. 

Portfolio  (Commercial)  .  .  .  During  the  last  semester  of  his  Senior  year,  the  student  will  develop  a  portfolio  which  he  will  present 
to  the  faculty  of  the  school  for  grade.  Several  examples  of  work  for  which  he  has  been  paid  must  be  included  as  a  requirement 
for  graduation. 

Commercial  Water  Color  I  .  .  .  Includes  studies  of  water  color,  pen  and  ink  techniques  and  combination  of  media  as  used  in  the 
advertising,  illustration  and  design  fields  with  emphasis  on  the  preparation  of  art  copy  for  the  photo-engraver. 

Commercial  Water  Color  II  .  .  .  Illustrative  techniques  used  in  Commercial  areas.    Required  of  Commercial  Art  majors  only. 

Fashion  Illustration  I  .  .  .  Illustrations  are  drawn  and  rendered  from  manufactured  designs.  Training  is  given  in  the  use  of 
techniques  and  media  best  suited  for  reproduction  in  newspaper  and  magazine  advertising. 

Fashion  Illustration  II  .  .  .  Includes  preparation  of  Fashion  layout  and  illustrations  and  study  of  technical  problems  involved. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  the  rendering  of  fabrics,  draping  and  details  of  garments  and  accessories.
